Getting Busy Toking Care of 


“War Babies” in England 


M IL K ST A T IO N S A R E O PEN ED 


Are Also Lending Efforts Towards 


Better Conditions For Working 


Women From Government

London, July 12: (By Mail to New 
Y ork)— While 
bishops 
and 
legis­ 
lators and professional philanthro­ 
pists are discussing what should be 
done about “ war bab ies/’ the prob­ 
lem has been 
tackled 
in practical 
fashion by Sylvia P ankhurst and her 
form erly unterrified band of 
East 
London suffragettes. 


Already “ war babies17 have begun 
to arrive in this section of the m et­ 
ropolis 
by tile hundreds, 
many ot 
them the 
children 
of 
“ unmarried 
wives77 of soldiers, now serving their 
country in Flanders or the D ardan­ 
elles. 
So f a r as possible these child­ 
ren and 
their 
mothers 
are being 
cared for by women whose principal 
activities a year ago were sm ash­ 
ing 
windows. 
Sylvia 
and her co­ 
w orkers 
started 
their w ar 
relief 
work in the E ast End almost immed­ 
iately a fte r hostilities opened. 


“When the w ar broke out,” 
said 
Miss P ankhurst today, “ the offices 
of the E a st 
London Federation of 
Suffragettes were about to take 
a 
brief vacation after a period of very 
strenous work, but the war cancell­ 
ed all arrangem ents, and our labors 
were 
a t once 
increased 
tenfold. 
Soldiers’ 
wives, soldiers7 
mothers, 
and women thrown out of employ­ 
ment 
came flocking 
to 
us 
and 
crowded our offices in a constant 
stream. 
We opened distress bureaus 
in Bow, Bromley, Poplar, and later 
in Canning Town. 
I [ere we made, 
and still make, it our business 
to 
secure as quickly as possible I rom 
the various agencies concerned o p ­ 
eration allowances and pensions tor 
soldiers7 
and sailors7 
dependants, 
work or relief for tile unemployed, 
and higher relief necessitate by w ar 
prices fo r those already assisted un­ 
der the Poor Law. 
“ Within three days of the out­ 
break of w ar we started a free milk 
depot for babies, who were brought 
to us often literally at their last 
gasp fo r lack of the m other’s milk 
that ceased because of ber priva­ 
tions, or the cow’s milk that there 
was no money to buy. 
Doctoring 
and nursing care 
were 
imperative, 
and son our free milk centers had 
developed into regular m other-and- 
baby clinics, 
These 
undoubtedly 
have been the means of saving hun­ 
dreds 
of baby lives which 
in this 
time of sin lighter on the battlefields 
are of even more vital importance 
to the nation than before. 
“ But we found it impossible to 
supply milk to the baby when 
the 
whole family was needing food. 
We 
decided 
to attach 
to our 
centers 
cheap restaurants, where grown-up 
people, 
especially 
expectant 
and 
nursing 
mothers, might 
buy 
two- 
course meals for 4 cents and child­ 
ren could b a s t i l e same for 2 cents, 
and where 
we could 
supply 
free 
meals wherever it seemed advisable. 
These we call ‘cost price7 restau r­ 
ants, although of course they are not 
elf supporting, 
and never 
can be 
•itll food and fuel a t w ar prices, 
fe chose 
tile name 
because 
we 


wanted one that should not suggest 
charity. 
“ Tile pressing cry was of work­ 
less women 
for employment. 
We 
found work for as many as we could 
in our restaurants— cooking, clean­ 
ing, waiting, washing 
up, 
making 
jam s 
from the 
present" 
of fruit 
which 
our friends 
most generously 
sent to us during the summer and 
fall. 
To the women employed in our 
restaurants we 
pay ten cents 
an 
hour. 
At the same time we started 
giving out sewing for the women to 
do at home, and we also took 
iii 
some workers on our own premises, 
paying to every adult worker a min­ 
imum of ten cents an hour, or $5 a 


week. 
“ Then we extended the employ­ 
ment section and opened a factory 
for the making of garments, boots 
and shoes, and toys.’7 
Aside from these activities Sylvia 
and lier followers have been unceas­ 
ing in their efforts to secure t rom 
th.* government better working con­ 


d i t i o n s for women. 
They have made 
repeated visits to the W ar Office and 
other 
government 
departm ents 
to 
urge that a d u l t women should not he 
employed at less than ten cents an 
hour on 
army contracts 
o r othei 
work subsisted by public funds. 
“And in the m eantim e/7 site added 
“we are continuing our work of edu­ 
cation and preparation for Votes for 
Women; 
for every 
day makes 
it 
more and more apparent that wom­ 
en’s help as enfranchized citizens is 
needed to do the nation’s work.”

Mail to Now Y ork)— Louvain is lull 
of surprises and lilied with pathos. 
Cue is surprised to find at least sev­ 
en-tenths of the city untouched by 
tile lire which the 
German 
arm y 
kindled to punish snipping warfare. 
One is surprised to see the Hotel De 
Ville still standing with not a trace 
of smoke, lire or shell. 
The beauti­ 
ful 
carved statued 
facade 
is 
as 
white 
as paper. 
One is 
surprised 
too, to see the progress the inhabi­ 
tants are making in cleaning and 
rebuilding their ruined city. 


But all this cheerfulness in a city 
that was thought to be dead 
is a l­ 
most covered 
up* by the 
pathetic 
faces 
of 
the 
inhabitants 
whose 
homes were ruined. 


I traveled through Louvain today 
by automobile. 
I tramped through 
the center of the city, examined the 
interior of the cathedral and later 
rode through the city on tile train 
and saw the blocks and blocks 
of 
brick walls, pierced and blackened, 
but which one day were homes 
aud 
stores. 
Louvain is undoubtedly 
a 
martyred city. 
Colonel 
Burman, of the 
German 
army, who was our guide, was one 
of the first Germans to enter Lou­ 
vain. 
Ile knows the history of tile 
fighting and fire better than pro­ 
bably. any other soldier now in Bel­ 
gium. 
No one pities Louvain and its 
inhabitants more than this big Ger­ 
man officer. 
The lire was started, 
he said, only as a last desperate ef­ 
fo rt 
of the Germans 
to stop 
the 
snipping 
w arfare. 
I housands 
of 
Germans, 
he declared 
were 
shot 
down as they marched through 
the 
city. 
In the cathedral alone lie said 
the 
Germans 
found 
400 
Belgian 
rides and many boxes of ammuni­ 
tion. 
Today the art treasures of Lou­ 
vain 
are securely 
packed 
in the 
basement of the Hotel de \ die. I he 
a rt world owes the safety of these 
priceless works to a young German 
a rt student who was with the invad­ 
ing army. 
When this boy, who has 
studied 
in 
Louvain 
University, 
heard that the 
city would 
be set 
afire he rushed to the commander, 
told 
him of these valuable treas­ 
ures1. 
This youth then mapped out 
the location of these treasures and 
under his guidance they were re­ 
moved from the burning territory to 
the basement of safety. 


I was told that most of the paint­ 
ings from the cathedral were saved 
but as I tram ped about in the m ins 
I counted 
six large 
oil 
paintings 
still on the walls of the church but 
entirely 
unharmed. 
This 
cathe­ 
dral appears to be about half de­ 
stroyed. 
On one side the paintings 
and 
beautiful 
black 
and 
white 
marble 
altars are 
untouched. 
On 
the other only the bare stone walls 
remain. 
The church 
chimes 
have 
fallen from the loft to the cathedral 
floor and 
broken into 
a score 
of 


pieces.

York)— St, John's Eve— and for the 
fir-1 time in centuries—more cen­ 
turies than the dazed old woman by 
the steps of St. John Giovannia is 
kept. 
“Mother of God” 
cries the 
old 
woman, “what has happened?” 
“Don’t you know— there is to be 
no vigil 
tonight” replies 
a young 
Roman matron of the people, a baby 
nursing lustily 
and unashamed 
at 
her breast. “Did you not read in the 
papers 
that the vigil 
cannot 
be 
kept—because” and her voice be 
came vibrant 
and her black 
eye 
dilated—“because of the Australis 
We cannot light our candles, we can 
not light the torches. The Innkeepers 
cannot illuminate their places nor 
can the venders put up their stalls 
You see for yourself how the Piazza 
how all the squares from the Gate 
of St. John even to San Gerusaleni- 
raa and Santa Maria Maggiore, are 
dark 
and 
without 
the sellers 
of 
snails, of lavendar, of carnations, of 
garlic flowers, of terra cotta bells. 
It is a sad year, a terrible year 
when we ('annot keep our vigil to 
the good St. John.” 
The old woman gazed with start­ 
led eyes at the young mother, at me, 
at the darkened piazza. 
Then 
she 
raised her shriveled 
hands 
to the 
famous church before us. 
“May the e\ ii spirits blast them 
the Austrians,” she 
cried. No vigil 
for St. John! It is the first time it 
has ever happened. 
My mother, be­ 
fore me 
my mother’s 
mother— 
have never missed a vigil of St. 
John. 
And before them my grand­ 
mother has told me and her grand 
motlier told her they were always 
here, always with their candles and 
their suppers, eating snails, a s did 
St. John when he wandered in the 
wilderness. 
How could I know there 
was no vigil?" 
she said 
simply 
turning her old eyes on me. “I can­ 
not read—and no one told me. 
Oh. 
may God spare us from the Aust­ 
rians !” 
Both the young woman and the old 
one looked anxiously overhead, for 
througout Rome there was a whisper 
that no illumination would be )>er- 
mitted of the Piazza of San Giovanni 
and those squares in the neighbor­ 
hood— for reasons 
of 
discretion. 
And those reasons the two women 
scanned the blue sky with the moon 
shining triumphantly— were Austr­ 
ian aeroplanes! 
“They've 
killed 
my 
grandson,” 
said the old woman, who had come 
all the way from beyond the Tiber 
near St. Peters to keep her accus­ 
tomed vigil. “We got the news last 
week. 
Four other grand son.- and 
a great-grandson are up there fight­ 
ing them,” she said fiercely, “God 
help us—they reach into our home- 
and now they reach into our religion. 
I came tonight so I could be among 
the first to enter the church for mass 
tomorrow 
morning 
on St. 
John's 
day. 
I come with a prayer for my 
grandsons fighting against the Aust­ 
rians. 
I came to pray for all the 
grandsons and all the son s of Italy 
who are there in the North.’’ 
“But you can pray just the same,” 
I suggested. 
“No, it won't be the same” re­ 
plied the old woman. “San Giovan­ 
ni,”— she 
pronounced 
the 
name 
lingeringly.—“What must the good 
Saint think of it all.” 
Throughout the moonlight drench­ 


ed Piazza men and women were dis­ 
cussing what had befallen Rome. For 
this vigil of St. John’s is one of the 
most 
ancient and picturesque of 
Roman customs. It is a festa of the 
people with an origin dating back 
so far that some 
persons place it 
even in the tenth century when the 
church was first dedicated to St. 
John. 
Of late years the festival or vigil, 
has 
like 
all 
ancient 
customs, 
changed somewhat to a more riotous 
adventure, with noisy crowds slash­ 
ing about with garlic stalks and in­ 
terrupting the song contests. 
But 
tile old custom of families bringing 
their 
candles 
and their 
suppers, 
spreading their tables on the ground 
eating snails in commemoration of 
St. John’s locusts and wild honey, 
exists today as in the olden times. 
That is it did exist until tonight. 
As 
locusts have 
never been 
as 
plentiful in Rome as iii Kansas the 
snail has become 
the century 
old 
substitute for St. John’s Day piece 
de 
resistance. 
The restaurants 
in 
the neighborhood of the church have 
always been brilliantly illuminated 
and the walls by tin' gate and the 
piazzas themselves in the neighbor­ 
hood have been tilled with Alumin 
ated booths making a blaze of light. 
Here 
venders 
of garlic 
flowers 
(which have the power to disperse 
witches) lavendar, carnations, terra 
cotta bells, snails as well as other 
foods, cry their wares. 
“I wish I could buy all the gar­ 
lic flowers in the world this year,' 
said the old woman “to chase away 
the evil spirits right into the midse 
of the Austrians.” 
A solitary 
garlic flower 
vender 
wandered across the Piazza thinking 
of the Roman village cut-ups whose 
habit it i> to run through the crowds 
tickling the (inspecting with the od­ 
orous plants. 
All kinds of diver.se- 
ments arose from the 
ugil which 
was originally instituted by tin* de­ 
vout who wished to be on hand early 
in 
the mornings 
when 
the great 
d o o rs 
of St. John 
Lateen ii 
were 
opened for the first mass in honor 
of the Baptist. 
“But the war— ii has changed it 
all—the war— the war.” moaned the 
old woman. 
But even the good St. John prob­ 
ably would not wish 
candles 
and 
torches lighted in his honor, if they 
might attract the deadly Austrian 
bomb throwing aeroplanes.

Reason is That Congress Failed to

Washington, July 22.—The utter 


helpfulness of the Democratic Ad-

Art Treasures Are Safely Packed in 


Hotel De Ville—Ruins Are 


Being Guarded

Louvain, Belgium, May 11: (By 


Mail to New York)—Louvain is full 
of surprises and filled with pathos. 
One is surprised to find at least sev- 
en-tenths of the city untouched .by 
the fire which the German 
army 


kindled to j>unish snipping warfare. 
One is surprised to see the Hotel De 
'Ville still standing with not a trace 
of smoke, fire or shell. The beauti- 
ful carved statued facade is as 
white as paper. One is surprised 
too, to see the progress the inhabi- 
tants are making in cleaning and 
rebuilding their ruined city. 


But all this cheerfulness in a-city 


that was thought to be dead is al 
most covered up' by the pathetic 
faces 
of 
the inhabitants 
whose 


homes were ruined. 


I traveled through Louvain today 


by automobile. I tramped through 
the center of the city, examined the 
interior of the cathedral and later 
rode through the city on the train 
and saw the blocks and blocks of 
brick walls, pierced and blackened 
but which one day were homes and 
stores. Louvain is undoubtedly a 
martyred city. 
: Colonel Burman, of the German 
army, who was our guide, was one 
of the first 'Germans to enter Lou- 
vain. He knows the history of the 
fighting and fire better than pro 
bably. any other soldier now in Bel- 
gium. No one pities Louvain and its 
inhabitants more than this big Ger 
man officer. 
The fire was started 


he said, only as a last desperate ef 
fort 
of the Germans to,stop 
th< 


snipping warfare. 
Thousands o: 


Germans, 
he declared 
were sho 


down as they marched through the 
city. In the cathedral alone he sail 
the Germans found 400 Belgian 
rifles and many boxes of ammani 
tion. 


Today the art treasures of Lou 


vain are securely packed in th 
basement of the Hotel de Ville. Th 
art world owes the safety...of-.tb.es 
priceless works to a young German 
art student who was with the invad- 
ing anny. When this boy, who has 
studied 
in, 
Louvain 
University, 


heard that the city would be set 
afire he rushed to the commander, 
told him of these valuable treas- 
ures". This youth then mapped out 
the location of these treasures and 
under his guidance they, ,were re- 
moved from the burning territory to 
the basement of safety. 


I-was told that most.of the paint- 


ings from the cathedral were saved 
but as I tramped about in the ruins 
'l counted six large oil paintings 
still on the walls of the church but 
entirely unharmed.

cathe- 


dral appears to be about half de- 
stroyed. On one side the paintings 
and* beautiful 
black and . white 


marble altars are untouched. On 
the^ther only the-bare stone walls 
remain. The "church chimes

before the Hotel de 


Ville and look to the west. Not a 
house or building is touched by fire 
or shell. A short 'distance away 
read the sign; "Cafe de Wilson." 
Now turn to the left and you see 
more city streets untouched and 
crowded with inhabitants. Business- 
going on as usual. Nearby you 
read another sign: "Hotel de Amer- 
ican." In a nearby restaurant you 
will fin'dr'bread as white as you eat* 
in America for it's bread from 
American wheat which the Belgian- 
Relief Commission is supplying. 


Down the street which we travel 


en .route to Brussels 
you will see 


workmen piling np bricks from the 
ruined houses—for the inhabitants 
headed by the mayor are trying their 
best to rebuild the city. 


Louvain 'is full of surprises and 


filled with pathos. But from what-I 
saw today I do not Jaelieve it is a 
dead city. It will rise some day out 
of its Tuins for with seven-tenths of 
the city untouched by fire or Shell, 
with the beautiful Hotel de Vile 
still standing to inspire the people, 
it needs only peaceful, normal times 
to* grow and prosp'er.

Plentiful; Their Lesw Hardy iFirst' 


MAKVWHESEAR*. CUT DOWN 


Weather Conditions Are Very Urifa- 


;: vbrable to Their Growth This 


Season, it is Said. 


News of'the new1 wheat "and dis- 


cussions of the growth of the corn 
have all but overshadowed the'late 
consideration of'another crop, fa- 
mous in jest and allied with outings, 
yet after all a thing of some actual 
importance. It is the berry crop." 


The raspberry season has cbme 


and" gone, and the' yield of this deli- 
cious and/delicate fruit was quite'as 
heavy as usual.".Less rugged and 
hardy than their first cousin_th^ 
blackberry briars', the* raspberry 
bushes have yielded more easily to 
the -plow and the spade and are jte 
more rare. Each year sees a lessen- 
ing of those acres !on which they 
flourish in the wild state, and a 
slight, ! but not a proportionate'in- 
crease in the "number of the cultiva- 
ted plants/.' For s&me ' reason ''not! 
clearly", known the blackberry cro£ 
this year is away below the average. 


Blackberries, which take 'kindly' to 


rough' clay hillsides, usually' yield 
most copiously on all improved 'and 
poorly regulated'farms hence the'jo-
